the breadlines, riots and political upheavals in periods 
of depression are standard occurrences, serious but

Yet, when the country is at war a great 
many of its citizens act as though everything about 
its behavior was unexpected and irregular. 
While there is some excuse for persons who do 
not remember World war I to be wide-eyed over war­ 
time behavior- and then only if they are too young 
to have done any reading—an adult who remembers 
th at war will find almost everything running trUe 
to form- World war I, lurthermore. ran true to form 
compared with the Civil

American war, though the

cannot be 
taken too far in tbetr case, because one was relatively 
unimportant as wars go and the other was not a con- 
tefti of power with an outside force but an internal 
struggle—a revolution.

crowded, subject to the charge of being out of touch 
with the’ rest of the country and over-run by intense­ 
ly earnest citizens, variously devoted to the country's 
interests and their own, but Invariably getting in one 
another's way.
